The State Teachers’ Association with 
all it# various sect ions is in albion at 
Indianapolis tbia we*»k, 
A thousand 
teachers and superintendent# are prob­ 
ably in attendance, but this seemingly 
large 
attendance represents only a 
comparatively small portion of those 
engaged in school work in the state. 
A much larger per cent should attend 
I bene annual sessions and receive the 
beni fit. 


A aide from the regular program this 
year it is expected that some recom­ 
mendations to the legislature will be 
discased. 
The legislation attempted 
two years ago created much interest in 
educations circles. 
The Geeing bill 
which was drafted to suit the state 
board of education and the ultra state 
school men was neither ratisfactory to 
the educational interests of the alate 
generally nor to the people. 
Its ten­ 
dency would have been to build up an 
educational trust in Indiana at the ex­ 
pense of the taxpayeis and the detri­ 
ment of ©,ery school or college in the 
state not supported by public taxatior. 
The enactment of such a law would 
have been unwise as well as unjust. 
Since the defeat of that bill the sen­ 
timent in favor of a reconstitution of 
the state board of education has been 
growing among the people. 
As the 
board is now constituted it is not 
broadly representative of the educa­ 
tional interests of the state, and the 
tendency of it# members ha# been to 
make it lees so. They have put them­ 
selves on record a# desiring more power 
and authority vested in them and as 
•gainst every proposition that tended 
towards fairness to the ncn-atate col­ 
leges and independent normal schools. 
The state university lobby which is 
always on hand at the state teachers’ 
association and at the legislature is st 
Indianapolis this week dominating so 
far aa possible the teachers’ organiza­ 
tion of th*1* state and lay i ag plans for 
larger appropriations for the three state 
educational institutions.
